The uncompromising warning 
was issued by the Kuwaiti mini- 
ster as he arrived for key talks 
beginning tomorrow aimed at 
reuniting OPEC and propping 
up sagging world oil prices. 

His stance was echoed by 
OPEC President Rilwanu Luk- 
man as he set off for Vienna from 
Lagos, saying oil prices could 
only be stabilised if all OPEC

deal.

PPP surges to the front in 
peaceful polls in Pakistan

THE Pakistan People’s Party 
of Benazir Bhutto, surged to 
the front today in early 
returns from Pakistan’s first 
openly contested election in 
11 years. 

The third party-based general 
election in 41 years of Pakistan’s 
history was peaceful. No serious 
violence or disruption had been 
reported and there was no 
obvious evidence of rigging in the 
polls. 

In the first official results 
announced on Pakistan telev- 
ision, eight of 207 seats for the 
National Assembly went to the 
PPP, two to smaller parties and 
four to independents. 

The main battle was between 
the PPP and the pro-government 
Islamic Democratic Alliance 
(IDA), formed to oppose her. 

Upsets 

Unofficial returns show PPP is 
leading in three provinces — 
Punjab, Sind, and North West 
Frontier Province (NWFP). 

Benazir Bhutto won from two 
places — her home town of Lark- 
ana in Sind and Lahore. Her 
mother Nusrat Bhutto won in 
Chitral. 

The biggest upsets of the elec- 
tion were in Sind where many 
stalwarts lost. 

They include former Pakistani 
Premier Mohammed Khan Jun- 
ejo, Hr Pagara, head of IDA 
Mustafa Jatoi, the secretary of 
IDA professor Ghafoor, federal 
minister Elahi Baksh Somroo 
and former federal minister 
Islamuddin Sheikh. 

Unofficial results also showed 
that the chief of Tehrik-e-Istiqlal 
Party Asghar Khan, lost in Kara- 
chi. He is contesting from 
Abbotabad also. The head of

Two shot in Gaza Strip 


NICOSIA, Nov 16, (Agencies): 
Most of the Arab world formally 
recognised the independent state 
declared by the Palestine 
National Council, but only a 
handful of slates outside the 
region extended diplomatic ties 
today. 

The United States and many 
European countries, while ruling 
out recognition, said the decision 
by the Palestinian parliament 
would be a positive step in trying 
to settle the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Extend 

The Soviet Union also said it 
would help toward a solution in 
the Middle East, but held off 
recognising the state, saying it 
has not been asked to extend 
diplomatic ties. 

Israel rejected the declaration, 
saying it was an exercise in 
“ambiguity and double talk.” 

A total of 1 5 countries recogn- 
ised the independent Palestinian 
state within 24 hours of its pro- 
clamation. 

They were: Kuwait, Algeria. 
Iraq, Malaysia. Tunisia, Saudi 
Arabia, North and South 
Yemen, Madagascar, Turkey, 
Bahrain, Jordan. Bangladesh, 
Libya and the UAE. 

Nine other countries — Qatar, 
India, Indonesia, Nicaragua, 
Morocco, Mauritania, Zambia, 
Yugoslavia and Pakistan — 
accorded recognition after- 
wards. 

Move 

Egypt stopped short of extend- 
ing diplomatic recognition, but 
said it fully supported the move. 
Ghana said it is considering the 
recognition. 

Turkey is the only country that 
also has relations with Israel and 
Israeli Foreign Ministry officials 
called a special meeting with 
Turkish Charge d’ Affaires 
Ekrem Guvenderan. 

Israeli officials told the lop- 
ranking Turkish diplomat today 
that “we regret the decision by 
the Turkish government because 


it does not serve peace and 
stability in the region,” a minis- 
try spokesman said after the 
meeting. “It is a dissappointmg 
and sorrowful decision.” 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir said the declaration was 
art attempt by the PLO to under- 
mine the existence and indepen- 
dence of Israel, and vowed to 
work toward preventing the 
establishment of such a Palestin- 
ian state. 

“We will continue, as long as is 
necessary, to convince all the 
nations of the world that confer- 
ring recognition abets this 
creature, meaning assistance in 
the elimination of the state of 
Israel,” Shamir told Israel 
Radio. 

Attitudes 

In Washington, President 
Reagan said that the declaration 
by the Palestinians “does 
represent a change from their 
previous attitudes,” adding that 
the possibility of negotiating 
with the PLO was "under con- 
sideration.” , 

But the White House spokes- 
man Marlin Fitzwater said the 
PLO could not unilaterally

GAZA CITY, Occupied Gaza 
Strip, Nov 16. (Agencies): 
Israel's Army today clamped 
curfews and travel bans on neariy 
900,000 Palestinians, but Arab 
youths defied soldiers in scat- 
tered violence a day after the 
Palestinian declaration of 
independence. 

Two teenagers were shot by 
soldiers in Gaza city, apparently 
after violating curfew orders that 
they remain at home, officials at 
Ahli Arab hospital said. One was 
a 14-year-old shot in the right 
arm and other a 15-year-old 
wounded in the leg. they said . 

A military spokeswoman said 
there were incidents of stone- thr- 
owing in the city but no injuries. 
Israelradio said the closure order 
was issued after soldiers caught 
two youths and accused them of 
inciting other youngsters to 
throw stones. 

Soldiers carried out raids to 
prevent violence from develop- 
ing in several West Bank areas, 
the spokeswoman said. She said 
arrests were made but would not 
give the number or any other 
details.

Visit visas easy 
to obtain now

KUWAIT is now issuing visit 
visas, valid for one month, to any 
expatriate wishing to sponsor 
individuals irrespective of the 
expatriate’s monthly salary, 
according to Col Mohamed 
Ib rahim Al Moajil, director-gen- 
eral of Hawalti Governorate 
I m mi g ration Department. 

Clarifying, he said that a visit 
visa is distinct from a dependent 
visa (wife and children). A- 
dependent visa is governed by the 
monthly salary of the expatriate 
residing in Kuwait. The salary 1 
ceiling, KD450 for the public sec- 
tor and KD600 for the private 
sector of expatriates will not be 
lowered for these types of visas, 
the official added. 

Illegal 

He also said expatriates who 
possessed a working visa, but 
changed it to a domestic visa will 
not be permitted to alter the visa 
status again. However, those 
expatriates who entered Kuwait 
on or prior to Sept 6, 1982 on a 
domestic visa can apply to 
change it into a working visa, Al 
Moa jil said. 

No further amnesty will be 


announced for illegal residents. 
Illegal residents can apply to 
have their residence legalised 
after paying the fine ofK D 1 0 per 
day lor visit visa and KD2 per 
day for residence visas. Those 
who cannot legalise their stay 
will have to pay the accumulated 
fine and obtain an appropriate 
stamp permitting them to leave 
the country, the official 
explained. 

Validity 

Al Moajil said that three- 
month temporary residence visas 
are given to those who are highly 
skilled and needed by the state, 
sick persons having a certificate 
from the Ministry of Public 
Health and those attending 
periodic conferences or courses 
conducted by the government of 
Kuwait. 

He stressed that there is no ban 
on any nationality seeking to 
enter Kuwait. - 

The official pointed out that 
the validity of the residence per- 
mit is linked to the validity of the 
passport. He stressed that pass- 
ports should be renewed at least 
one month prior to expiry to 
ensure the validity of the 
residence. 


Don’t obstruct ships, 
Iraq warns Iran 


BAGHDAD, Nov 16, (Reuter): 
Iraq warned Iran today against 
obstructing its ships in the Gulf 
and Strait of Hormuz though it 
remained committed to a lasting 
peace. 

In a statement quoted by the 
official Iraqi -News AGency 
(INA). Iraq's leaders said any 
violation of the Iraqi right of free 
navigation would violate an 
Aug. 20 ceasefire with Iran. 

INA said President Saddam 
Hussein had chaired a meeting of 
the Revoluntionaiy Command 
Council and ruling Baath Party 
regional leadership to review 
•peace talks under UN auspices. 

Talks 

They stressed Iraq's “right of 
free navigation of its commercial 
and war vessels” in international ■ 
waters of the Gulf and Strait of 
Hormuz as part of the ceasefire, 
INA reported. 

Iran and Iraq have held three 
rounds of peace talks on the 
eight-year-old conflict but have 
made no major progress. 

The last ended in Geneva on 


Friday with both sides agreeing 
to exchange sick prisoners-of- 
war on Nov 20. 

The Iraqi leaders emphasised 
Baghdad's desire for a compre- 
hensive and permanent peace in 
the Gulf and rejected any 
attempt to turn the ceasefire into 
a temporary truce, I N A said. 

They also approved the 
gradual discharge of reserve 
officers From Army beginning on 
Dec 1.

Iran's military supremo Ali 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani said 
today that the war with Iraq was 
not likely to restart. 

"We think the probability of 
the war restarting is low but we 
must always be prepared.” 
Tehran Radio quoted Rafsan- 
jani as saying in Ahvaz near the 
southern war zone. 

A remark by Rafsanjani on 
Saturday that the "no-war, no- 
peace” situation could not last 
long and war might resume drew 
accusations of warmongering 
from Iraq. 


A pear is 
better than 
a barrel 

WASHINGTON, Nov 16, (AP): 
A big belly may be a sign that 
one is living a luxuriant life — 
and it also is a warning sign of 
increased risk of having a 
heart attack, a stroke or 
diabetes. 

Scientists at the American Heart 
Association meeting said yes- 
terday that a series of studies 
in the United States, Europe 

■ and Canada have now confir- 
med that a pooling of fat 
about the middle is a clear 
signal of heart attack risk. 

It can be as dangerous to the 
heart as cigarette smoking, 
high blood pressure or excess 
cholesterol in the blood 
stream, said Per Bjoratorp of 
the University of Goteborg in 
Sweden. 

“If a person has normal weight, 
but the fat is distributed 
wrong, itcould bearisk/’said 
Bjorntorp. 

He said he studied a group of 900 
men and 1,400 women and 
found that those who had 
more fat on the waist than on 
the buttocks tended to have a 
greater number of heart 
attacks. 

Bjorntorp said the study showed 
that men whose waists 
measured the same or more 
than their hips were more apt 
to have a heart attack than 
those who carried their weight 
elsewhere. For women, he 
said, the risk increase when 
the waist size was 80 per cent 
of the hip size. 

In effect, if you're shaped like a 
barrel, you've got a greater 
chance of having a heart 
attack than if you’re shap ed 
like a pear.

President-elect George Bush 
says he asked Treasury Secretary 
Nicholas Brady to remain in the 
post when Bush assumes office 
because Brady knows the impor- 
tance of reducing the country's 
deficit.

Resolute 

Kohl thanked the US 
President for his “bold and 
resolute commitment to improv- 
ing East-West relations" and 
said, “any kind of worsening or 
the situation between East and 
West will be felt like an earth- 
quake in our country ... and, of 
course, first of all in Berlin." 

Kohl, who said both Bush and 
Reagan were keenly interested in 
his report on his recent Moscow 
visit, told a news conference that 
he was especially pleased to learn 
that SovieL President Mikhail 
Gorbachev would meet with the 
US leaders in December. 

‘'That provides the opportun- 
ity for (arms-control) negotia- 
tions Lo go farther, without being 
interrupted by the introductions 
of the new administration," 
Kohl said.

Norway investigates 
sales of heavy water 


OSLO, Nov 16, (Reuter): Nor- 
way said yesterday it was inves- 
tigating reports that consign- 
ments of heavy water, which can 
be used to make atom bombs, 
may have been resold illegally by 
neighbouring Sweden to third 
countries. 

Foreign Minister Thorvald 
Stoltenberg said last week he 
wanted to ban all future exports 
of heavy water after a senes of 
embarrassing allegations about 
the use of which it has been put 
abroad. 

“We are checking allegations 
made on Norwegian Radio 
today,” Foreign Ministry spok- 
eswoman Sigrid Romundseth 
said. “Weare in contact with the 
Swedish authorities and are 
checking the contracts we had 
with them." 

Research 

Norwegian state radio said 
yesterday that after scrapping a 
military ruler research 
programme in the late 1960s, 
Sweden bad resold consignments 
of heavy water without seeking 
Norway's approvaL 

Swedish Radio carried similar 
reports about sales ofNorwegian 
heavy water, but neither station 
gave sources for its information. 
A spokesman for Sweden's 
nuclear inspection board 
declined to co mme nt. 

Earlier this month Norway 
said it had asked India for help in 
tracing 1 5 tonnes of heavy water 
sold to a West German firm in 
1 983. Oslo says the shipment tur- 


ned up in Bombay, but that this 
may nave been only a transit 
point. 

Norway also wants fresh talks 
with Israel over 20 tonnes of 
heavy water it sold in a secret 
1959 deaL Norway demanded to 
inspect the water after media 
reports in 1986 that Israel had 
used to make atomic bombs. 

Israel refuses to confirm or 
deny that it has such weapons. 

Neutral Sweden imported a 
total of 82 tons of heavy water 
from Norway in the 1950s and 
1960s, when it had the military 
nuclear research programme. 

The purchase agreements con- 
tained a clause stipulating 
Sweden had to inform Norway of 
any intended resale. In 1974. 
Norway gave permission for 
Sweden to resell 52 tonnes to 

“We are not clear as to what 
happened to the rest," Romund- 
seth said. 

Norway insists that its heavy 
water, also known as deuterium 
oxide, be used only for peaceful 
purposes. It was the world's lead- 
ing producer in the 1950s.

province. State-run buses have 
not operated and schools, shops 
and offices have been closed for 
two weeks. 

Amarasiri said the Army 
troops would try to provide 
security and force people to 
return to work.

The Front has edited strikes 
throughout most of Sri Lanka in 
an attempt to force President 
Junius Jayewardene to dissolve 
parliament and resign. 

It accuses Jayewardene, him- 
self a Sinhalese, of selling out the 
interests of the island nation's 
‘ majority ethnic group in his 
attempts to pacify a separatist 
rebellion by minority Tamils.

The North Korean statement 
made no direct reference to US 
forces, but said it was seeking 
dialogue on its Nov 7 commun- 
ique proposing talks with the 
United States and South Korea 
on ending military confronta- 
tion. 

The Nov 7 communique said 
“the root cause of war on the 
Korean peninsula** was the 
presence of 42.000 US troops in 
the South. It called for phased 
withdrawal of American soldiers 
and the reduction of both rides' 
armed forces to no more than 
100,000 troops on each side by 
1992. 


TOKYO. Nov 16. (UPI): A 31-

Polio outbreak: Oman on alert 


MUSCAT, Nov 16, (AP): An 
outbreak of polio in young chil- 
dren living in villages west of 
Muscat has put Oman on a 
nation-wide health alert, doctors 
said today. 

The infected villages are cen- 
tred around the western towns of 
Rostaq and Jalan on the Batinah 
coast, according to a Health 
Service warning issued to 
medical workers across the coun- 
try. 

Acute 

The .latest Health Service 
count showed that out of one 
g^roup of 26 new polio cases iden- 
tified, 24 were acute. 


effect, polio — short for 
poliomyelitis — is an infectious 
viral inflammation of nerve cells 
in the grey matter of the spinal 
cord which can result in tem- 
porary or permanent paralysis. 

The exact cause of the out- 
break is not known, according to 
a health official, who cannot be 
named under Health Service 
rules. One speculated that the 
vaccines may have been losing 
their potency as they are moved 
to distant areas in excessive heat. 

Three hundred thousand extra 
vaccines are being airlifted in 
over the next few days, said Dr 
Jacob Matthai, the Muscat 
representative for the United 
Nations International Chil- 
dren’s Emergency Fund. 

“Around 85 percent of infants 
under one have been vaccinated 
agai nst poli o,” Dr Matthai said. _

'supply' system . 


Officials set 
medicine prices 

THE acting undersecretary at 
Kuwait's Ministry of Public 
Health, Ibrahim Al Mudhaf was 
quoted as saying that price 
unification of medicines is com- 
plete and the decision will be sig- 
ned by Dr Abdul Razzak Yousef 
Al Abdul Razzak, the Minister 
of Public Health. 

Speaking to a local daily, Al 
Mudhaf said the new prices are 
based on original invoice value 
plus 35 per cent to the importer 
and another 35 per cent to the 
pharmacy. 

Pharmacists will be given a 
grace period of six months as of 
the date of the decision to adjust 
to the new prices, he added. 

The new prices take into 
account the interests of impor- 
ters, distributors and consumers. 
The prices were fixed in light of 
current market prices and prices 
prevailing in other GCC coun- 
tries. 

The prices were deckled on 
after consultations with 
representative of the Medicines 
Importers Union and covered all 
kinds of medicines available in 
the local market which amoun- 
ted to about 2,800 registered 
brands. 


Sheikh Salem meets 
Austrian vice-chancellor 


VIENNA. Nov 16. (KUNA): 
Kuwait's Interior Minister 
Sheikh Salem yesterday met with 
Austrian Vice-C-hanceilor and 
Foreign Minister Alois Mock.

I ran conflict. 

Mock also briefed Sheikh 
Salem on his talks with Iranian 
Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Vdayati here last Saturday. 

The spokesman said Sheikh 
Salem welcomed Austria’s 


balanced policy in the Arabian 
Gulf area together with its con- 
tacts with the two belligerents to 
help realise peace in the region. 

The spokesman said the two 
sides had stressed that the recent 
visit by Austrian President Kurt 
Waldheim to Kuwait strength- 
ened relations between the two 
countries.

He said the Austrian foreign 
mini ster described the current 
visit of Sheikh Salem as the first 
positive results of the high-level 
dialogue between Kuwait and 
Austria.

Number of 
young smokers 
increasing 

DR HUSSEIN AJ Momen, 
secretary of the Kuwait Anti- 
smoking and Cancer Control 
Society said at a recent sym- 
posium at the Juvenile Super- 
vision Centre that due to tobacco 
advertisements and lack of 
adequate parental guidance, the 
n umber of young smokers is con- 
stantly increasing. 

Tobacco ads mislead young- 
sters into believing that smoking 
is a sign of good health, strong 
character and high prestige, the 
official said. 

Toxic 

He added that cigarette ads are 
sponsored by tobacco producers 
whose only concern is profits 
through more tobacco sales. 
They pay no attention to the 
thousands of lives lost due to 
smoking, he said. 

A single cigarette contains 

44,000 toxic substances which 
adversely affects smokers' 
health. Additionally, a good per- 
centage of the total family 
income is used by parents who 
smoke to buy cigaretLes, the 
official said. 


Growth rates 
drop, says survey 

A SURVEY by the Central Stat- 
istics Office at the Ministry of 
Planning indicated a drop in 
population and employee 
growth rates during 1980 to 
1985. 

The drop in employees at work 
rites was greater than the drop in 
population. The city gover- 
n orate has 40.4 per cent of the 
work rites in Kuwait compared 
to 37.8 in Hawalli, 13.7 in 
Ahmadi and 8.1 in Jahra, the 
study revealed. 

It added that about 55.6 per 
cent of establishments are 
involved in the retail trade 
including restaurants and hotels.

Africa becoming 
major heroin route

NAIROBI, Kenya, (UPI): 
Africa is faced with a new 
scourge it is ill-prepared to fight: 
heroin. 

Virtually unknown a few years 
ago on a continent already 
wracked by ruinous droughts, 
killer diseases and civil strife, 
heroin is slowly making its 
appearance in African capitals. 

As a direct result of the 
increasing use of the “African 
connection’' — a transit route 
between India and Pakistan and 
established markets in the 
United States and Europe — 
experts fear African heroin 
addiction wilt grow rapidly. 

“We never knew in the past it 
could get this serious," said the 
head of Kenya's and -narcotics 
unit who asked not to be named 
for security reasons. “It’s a fairly 
new phenomenon." 

Until 1984, there was virtually 
no heroin in Africa. In 1985, says 
the International Police Organ- 
isation Interpol, 130 pounds 
were seized. For the first six mon- 
ths of 1988, Paris-based Interpol 
reported seizures totalling 145 
pounds. 

“In the West we estimate 
seizures represent about 10 per 
cent of the total," said a Western 
narco tis expert. "Here we don't 
even know whether that would 
be an accurate estimate. It may 
well be on the low side." 

“People may have brought in 
bags and bags of the stuff with- 
out being caught," the Kenyan 
narcotics official said. “For a 
long time heroin was not a 

S riority. Now we have to move 

tsL” 

Corrupt customs officials, 
lack of resources and specialised 
knowledge — noL to mention lar- 
gely unpatrolled borders — con- 
tribute to dragging Africa into 
the highly organised inter- 
national racket. 

Kenya and Nigeria are the 
main African transit points. But 
Kenya's narcotics chief has only 
20 men under his command, the 
only policemen who "can recog- 
nise heroin when they see it," he 
said. 

Next year 50 more will be 
trained by donor countries and 
organisations who have also 
pledged material assistance. But 
m uch more will be needed simply 
to keep the traffic at “managea- 
ble” levels. 

The senior officer, who con- 
ducts almost every drug bust 
himself, has no boats to patrol 
Kenya's 960-mile (1,545 km.) 


coastline and the Kenyan por- 
tion of Lake Victoria, the world's 
second largest fresh water lake. 
His squad has only few vehicles 
and little equipment. 

What’s more, many local jud- 
ges are hardly aware of the 
nature of heroin and arrested 
traffickers often get off Lightly. 

Last year a man caught with 
6.4 pounds of heroin was lined 
S277 — the retail price of just 
over two grams of heroin on 
international markets. More 
recently a woman arrested at 
Nairobi airport with 1.3 pounds 
of heroin was released on a $554 
bond. 

Yet Kenya, which plans a 
major extension of its anti-nar- 
cotics squad and the new drug 
laws, is still more efficient than 
most African countries in com- 
bating the illegal trade. 

“Kenya, Tanzania, Zambia 
and Ethiopia are among the few 
countries that are doing some- 
thing to stop the traffic." said one 
expert. “Most African policy- 
makers are oot aware of the dan- 
gers. They don’t believe this can 
be happening in Africa." 

Lack of awareness of the drug 
traffic and its dangers has dis- 
couraged pan-African co-opera- 
tion in fighting it, while 
encouraging “couriers” to use 
African routes. 

Many governments seem to 
think that since their countries 
do not produce opium and its 
heroin derivative they do not 
have a consumption problem. 
Experts like the UN Inter- 
national Narcotics Board say 
“drug abuse nearly always 
ensues whereverillidt trafficking 
takes place." 

Problem 

The worst-hit country is the 
Indian Ocean island of 
Mauritius, a transit route long 
before other African countries. 

“It has a tremendous con- 
sumer problem," said a Western 
expert, “per capita it's as big asm 
■ die United States. We're talking' 
of between 20.000 and 40,000 
consumers out of a I million 
population." 

In Kenya the number of 
addicts is still fairly low — police 
know of about 100 in Nairobi — 
but is likely to grow. Many Ken- 
yans traditionally smoke 
marijuana — known as “bhang" 
— which grows prolificaliy in 
this East African country. 

“Heroin is new to our people," 
the Kenyan narcotics officer 
said. “They could gel hooked 
without knowing what they're 
getting into. They'll get a rude 
awakening.” 


Election turns 
Canadians patriotic

OTTAWA. (UPD: Canadians 
have traditionally left flag wav- 
, ing to their American neigh- 
bours, but a general election 
focused on the US-Canada Free 
Trade Agreement has caused a 
patriotic outburst that could cost 
Conservative Prime Minister 
Brian Mulroney his job. 

The Nov 21 election, virtually 
a referendum on the free trade 
initiative signed earlier this year 
by President Reagan and 
Mulroney, has divided Can- 
adians into separate factions: 
economists and businessmen 
desiring easier access to the huge 
American market and others 
fearful o f the A merica nem brace. 

For the majority of Can- 
adians, free trade is a “sovereig- 
nty and cultural issue” rather 
than an economic one like it is in 
the United States, said Lome 
BozinofT, vice-president of the 
Canadian Gallup Poll. 

Canadians, for the first time in 
nearly a century, are considering 
“the kind of country we have, the 
kinds of services offered Can- 
adians and (he kinds of things 
that differentiate Canadians 
from the United States," Bozin- 
off said. 

Barriers 

That kind of soul searching is 
not unique to Canada. It is likely 
to become more widespread in 
the drive to reduce international 
trade barriers. 

British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher is proving just as 
intransigent abvout a proposed 
move by the European Econ- 
omic Communi ty to phase out all 
internal barriers to trade by 1992. 
In the United States, there are 
increasing concerns about the 
level of Japanese investment in 
the country. 

The highly charged debate 
over free trade has led to an 


astounding turnaround for the 
opposition Liberal Party, which 
was in third place behind 
Mulroney's Conservatives and 
Socialist New Democrats head- 
ing into the 51 -day election cam- 
paign last month. 

A strong anti-free trade cam- 
paign by Liberal leader John 
Turner, who has accused 
Mulroney of trying to make Can- 
ada a US colony, rocketed the 
party into the lead in opinion 
polls, although Lhere are wide 
variation in tne margin. 

The odds are that no party will 
win a majority and that a min- 
ority Liberal or Conservative 
government will emerge from the 
elections. The Conservatives 
need a majority to get parliamen- 
tary approval for the free trade 
agreement, since the other two 
parties oppose the pact. 

Support 

Recent polls show support for 
the agreement has declined. A 
Gallup Poll. 50 per cent of voters 
were opposed, while support 
dropped to 26 per cent from 42 
per cent just six weeks ago. 

Essentially, Canadians must 
decide whether the agreement 
will pay ofT in increased prosp- 
erity or ultimately result in a 
decline in their standard of living 
and long-cherished social ben- 
efits. such as national health care 
and unemployment insurance 
programmes. 

Mulroney hailed the 
agreement as the cornerstone of 
his economic policy. BuL he has 
responded ineffectually to those 
who argue that Canadian busin- 
esses will seek to reduce health 
care and unemployment 
insurance costs so they can com- 
pete better with American firms, 
many of which provide lower 
employee benefits. 

In addition, American 
officials have already called Can- 
ada's financial aid to regional 
industries an unfair subsidy.

European allies shy away from giving their go-ahead to short-range nuclear weapons 


New East-West climate complicates NATO plans 


By Richard Balmforth 

BRUSSELS, (Reuter): NATO is 
inching ahead with plans to 
develop new short-range nuclear 
weapons but the changing East- 
West climate is tempting key 
European allies toshy away from 
giving their final go-ahead. 

The Western military alliance 
says its long-standing plans are 
on track to develop a new land 
missile to replace the ageing 
Lance and an air-to-surface mis- 
sile to penetrate upgraded Soviet 
air defences. 

But wooed by Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev and with 
arms control exerting more 
appeal, some Europeans are 
reluctant to talk about stiffening 
the West's nuclear defences just 
now. 

They fear moves to modernise 
could be branded by Western 
peace movements as a violation 
of the US-Soviet medium-range 
missile accord, though the 
weapons involved are not 
covered by that treaty? ;

WASHINGTON: There is noth- 
ing in the world of power politics 
as sensitive, complex, difficult, 
and important to all other coun- 
tries as the German-Soviet 
relationship- 

Every diplomat around the 
world was listening for any scrap 
of implication coming from the 
Kremlin where West Germany’s 
leaders were talking with the 
Soviet Union's leaders. 

The specifics were unimpor- 
tant. The occasion, or excuse, for 
the visit was to sign a big West- 
German bank loan intended to 
help the Soviets increase the sup- 
ply of consumer goods to their 
long-suffering people. 

The overtones are everything. 
Was this the beginning of a 
Soviet-German reconciliation, 
which could spread from a bank 
loan to other areas, including 
politics? 

Much of European history has 
for 200 years revolved around 
the Russian-German relation- 
ship.

BEIRUT, (Reuter): They carry 
automatic rifles, wear T-shirts 
and baseball caps and the locals 
call them Lebanon's American 
militia. 

In a country where many 
paramilitary factions vie for 
power, security sources say a 
force of about 500 Christian and 
Muslim gunmen guard about 70 
American embassy workers and 
diplomats from potential kid- 
nappers and assassins. 

This is pan of the price of 
security for foreigners in 
Lebanon, but the risk is still high. 

There are 17 Westerners miss- 
ing, believed kidnapped, in 
Lebanon. Of these, 10 are 
American citizens. 

The US diplomats work in 
almost monastic isolation 
behind the high walls and watch- 
towers of their fortress-like com- 
pound on a hillside northeast of 
Beirut. 

Recreation 

There is little opportunity for 
recreation. “We do a lot of read- 
ing, and there's no such thing as a 
weekend," said one. 

For a visitor to gain access, he 
needs patience. 

The guards frisk and question 
most strangers, keeping many 
waiting, sometimes for hours, 
before they are admitted through 
a succession of anti-tank obsta- 
cles, gates and surveillance 
cameras to the inner sanctum. 

If an American wants to ven- 
ture out to play a rare game of 
tennis, have dinner with a Leban- 
ese politician or simply go shop- 
ping, he or she must do so behind 


“Inside the allianoe things are 
moving along well (on modern- 
isation). What we do not know is 
where the political debate is 
going to be next year," one 
NATO diplomat said. 

NATO's unease centres on key 
ally West Germany, whose 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher has been most upbeat 
about future East-West ties with 
Gorbachev in power.

“Compensating disarmament 
in one area with new armaments 
in another area is out of the q ues- 
tion," Genscher said in a recent 
newspaper interview in West 
Germany. 

Short-range, or tactical, 
weapons include artillery shells 
that can be-lobbed up to 30 km 



siles of 500-5,500 km (300-3,400 
miles) range. 

To NATO's chagrin, Gens- 
cher's view has now been 
espoused by Belgium which says 
talk of short-range modernisa- 
tion in the current East-West 
climate is premature. 

At a NATO nuclear planning 
meeting last month, Belgium, 
whose six-month-old centre-left 
government has been influenced 
by the Fl emis h Socialist Party, 
declined to endorse an alliance 
report on short-range systems. 

Diplomats say they have also 
detected sympathy from Italy for 
Bonn's views.

Any sudden change in that 
relationship can trigger wars, or 
shift the balance of power in the 
world. A secret pact between 
Russians and Germans at 
Rapallo. Italy, in 1922, upset the 
Versailles settlement of World 
War I and allowed the Germans 
to rebuild their armed forces 
inside Russia. 

Pact 

The Hitler-Stalin Pact of 1939 
ignited World War II. Hitler’s 
Panzer batallions and Goering's 
Luftwaffe were born and nouri- 
shed inside Soviet Union with 
Soviet help. 

The story goes back further. 
Napoleon invaded Soviet Union 
with Prussia, then the leading 
German state, as his ally. His 
military downfall was assured 
the day the Prussians broke their 
alliance and went over to the 
Soviets. 

Since World War II, the Soviet 
Union have protected them- 


selves against a German revival 
by the imposed division of Ger- 
many between East and West 
The’ centrepiece of Moscow's 
policy toward Germany has been 
the communist state of East Ger- 
many — “The German 
Democratic Republic." 

That division of Germany has 
been the central feature of the 
post- World War II settlement in 
Europe. Any change in that pat- 
tern would, to indulge in gross 
understatement, be unsettling. 
The last thing in the world the 
British. French, Italians, and 
other West Europeans want is a 
revival of Bismarck's greater 
Germany. 

Free 

The ability to allow that 
revival by freeing East Germany 
has been a trump card in Mos- 
cow's hand since 1945. Will they 
ever play that card? And can 
there ever be a Soviet-German 
reconciliation without that free- 


ing of East Germany? 

There can never be a meeting 
between top Soviets and top Ger- 
mans without that possibility in 
mind. It is the play which could 
win the Germans over to the 
Soviet Union's side. 

A wise German diplomat with 
whom I had maxiy long discus- 
sions in Berlin in 1940 told me 
that someday there would have 
to be a closer association bet- 
ween Germans and Soviets. 
“Either we will conquer them by 
war or we will merge with them 
through diplomacy,” he said. 
That was before Hitler invaded 
the Soviet Union. Hitler wanted 
to merge German skill and 
energy with the raw materials, 
raw manpower, and space of the 
Soviet Union. 

Such a merger, in any form and 
by any means, would produce a 

world. The Germans triecl to

a phalanx of guards with the 
firepower of an infantry platoon.

Volunteers 

All US nationals working in 
the embassy are volunteers. 

They stay in Beirut without 
their families, and their reward is 
a month-long break every 12 
weeks or so, together with a 50 
per cent increase in pay. 

In contrast to the Americans, 
West European embassies have 
tackled the security problem by 
slashing their presence down to a 
symbolic two or three di- 
plomats. 

“My ministry says I mustn’t 
venture into risky areas, but it 
wants me to talk to everyone," 
said one ambassador. “So it 
looks the other way when I cross 
Beirut's Green Line (bat- 
tlefront).” 

Britain has drastically reduced 
its presence. The remaining 
officials are closdy protected 24 
hours a day by a team of highly- 
trained bodyguards from the 
Royal Military Police. 

Embassies arc still threatened 
from time to time, and resources 
are used to gather information of 
impending attacks. 

“We knew a boatload of peo- 
ple were coming across to seize 
some of our guards," said one 


foreign envoy. “But the opera- 
tion was cancelled when they 
realised we were ready for them.” 

In practical terms, several 
Western diplomats say they want 
to hang on as long as Lebanon 
remains the template of the Mid- 
dle East's turbulent politics. 

“It’s also a matter of princi- 
ple,” said a European diplomat 
“As long as we champion Leban- 
ese self-determination, we've a 
role to play.” 

Dilemma 

Now, Americans and their 
West European colleagues face a 
legal dilemma in maintaining a 
toehold in turbulent Beirut 

Lebanon's parliament has 
twice failed to elect a successor to 
outgoing President Amin 
Gemayel. 

At the last moment, Gemayel 
appointed Army commander 
Michel Aoun as head of an 
interim Christian administra- 
tion, rivalling a caretaker 
Muslim cabinet in west Beirut 

Each cabinet claims to 
represent legitimate, con- 
stitutional authority in the 
divided country. Neither has so 
far had formal recognition from 
any Western mission. 

The Russians and their East 
European allies have also adop- 
ted a wait-and-see approach 
from their well-guarded com- 
pounds in mainly-Muslim west 
Beirut 


So far the current US ambas- 
sador, John McCarthy, has not 
presented is credentials. He 
arrived after President 
Gemayel’s six-year term expired 
on Sept 23. 

But this did not stop McCar- 
thy and his aides from interven- 
ing in the country's subsequent 
constitutional crisis. 

Crisis 

Fearing fresh violence and 
possible partition, they thrashed 
out an understanding with Syria, 
the main influence in Lebanese 
affairs, to support, a com- 
promise candidate for the top 
job. 

The ploy failed Washington's 
envoys had underestimated Chr- 
istian opposition to Syrian 
involvement, and the bedlam 
that some American analysts 
believed would ensue if no 
president was elected did not 
materialise. 

“Frankly, Western govern- 
ments aren’t terribly interested in 
Lebanon,” said one ambas- 
sador. Another diplomat com- 
mented: “Our masters -are hap- 
piest when there’s no news from 


Wars I and II. The Soviets have 
tried to bring it about, under 
their leadership, since 1945, lar- 
gely by threats and intimidation. 

Ail of Western Europe would 
welcome Soviet-German recon- 
ciliation — within strict Ijmits. A 
reconciliation which would lead 
to an easy, normal, and non- 
threatening relationship would 
be welcome because it would vas- 
tly reduce the danger of another 
war in Europe. 

But a reconciliation which 
pulled West Germany out of 
NATO ties with the West and 
into the Soviet power orbit 
would be a sheer horror to the 
others.

The Soviets sweetened the 
atmosphere at the talks when 
Soviet President Mikhail Gorba- 
chev promised to “solve the 
problem of the Soviet-German 
minority." There are 2 milli on 
ethnic Gemans in the Soviet 
Union. They want freedom to 
practice their culture and 
religion. Many wish to return to 
Germany or to their pre-war 
homes along the Volga. Their lot 
will probably be easier. 

Kohl also said the Soviets 
promised to release all political 


prisoners by the end of the year. 

Nothing else happened, so far 
as we in the West yet know, that 
went beyond plans for more 
trade between the two countries 
and foreasier treatment of ethnic 
Germans in the Soviet Union. • 
Shiver 

But whenever West Germans 
and Soviets get together, out- 
siders get edgy. A mention of 
Rapallo (the 1922 pact between 
Germany and the Soviet Union) 
makes any Western diplomat 
shiver. Western diplomats were 
edgy as they devoured reports 
from the Kremlin about how 
Gorbachev and West Germany's 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl got 
along Logether. 

It is generally assumed in the 
West that the last piece ofStalin’s 
empire which Gorbachev would 
ever release would be East Ger- 
many. And to keep East Ger- 
many he must also keep Poland 
and Czechoslovakia. The supply 
lines to his 20 divisions in cast 
Germany run through those 
other two countries. 

Many are astonished at his 
apparent willingness to loosen 
tne Soviet grip on the Baltic 
states. He seems to be allowing 
pthuania a degree of autonomy 
inconceivable earlier. But the 
Baltic littoral is not East Ger- 
many.

NEWTON, Massachusetts, 
(AP): Nan Berman has a sug- 
gestion for all spurned lovers, 
tyrannized employees and 
anyone who’s had an especially 
bad day: don’t get mad, get 
even. She’d be glad to help. 

Her month-old business 
“enough is enough,” billed as 
“creative revenge for today’s 
world,” has already mailed a 
three-foot (one-metre) dead 
bluefish to a philandering hus- 
band and delivered a burned 
and messy suit to a lawyer who 
implied his girlfriend was 
“unsuitable” for him. 

More common requests 
among those wronged, 
however, are the 1 3 dead roses, 
sent in a beribboned black box 


for $25 or 1 3 black balloons tied 
together by a single dead red 
rose (S 30). 

Other “insults to suit the 
occasion" include drinking 
glasses with cigarette Lulls on 
the bottom for ooaoxicus 
smokers. 

“Twenty years ago, people 
didn’t speak up the way they d o 
now,” said Berman. *'D ,,r -ce 
the ’60s, people have expressed 
themselves. And with me, you 
really have a way to vent dungs 
out.” 

Berman, 43, was inspired to 
start “enough is enough" after 
a year spent driving a florist 
delivery truck for a boss whom 
she describes as the “grumpiest, 
most unpleasant person ever 
bom.” 

“She never smiled, she was 


just miserable,” said Berman. 

I hung in there for a year but 'I ' 
was so rick of iL I thought — I 
ran get this same atmosphere 
by making a business out of it.” 

Berman financed her venture 
with $30, 000, some of it from 
her husband, a businessman. 
She prowled cheap department 
stores and gift shows for ideas. 
She buys her dead roses at the 
low cost of $5 for several dozen. 

Berman is happiest fielding 
phone calls in hen: small office 
behind a florist, surrounded by 
boxes of wilting roses, black 
balloons, and buttons reading 
“first of all — we kill all the 
lawyers.” 

She jumps up enthusias- 
tically to pout out another gag, 
like the cactus she recently 
bought She plans to deliver it 


to an insufferable boor with the 
words “sit on it.” she said, 
laughing uproariously. 

“Maybe after a while it won't 
seem so funny but now I can’t 
help launching all the time,” 
she said. 

Since she opened her busi- 
ness, Berman has received more 
than 100 calls and 30 people 
have paid for her services. She 
promises her customers that 
she won’t reveal their names. 

“I want to stress that we'll do 
anything, as long as it’s legal,” 
she said. 

Berman is most eager to co- 
ordinate more elaborate 
schemes. For people who want 
to play a prank on a boss, she 
has a plan in the works to move 
the boss's office furniture and 
to another part of the building.

Nothing at the table costs more 
points, or coin of the realm, than 
carelessness. On' this hand from a 
rubber bridge game. South failed to 
take advantage of his spot cards, so 
.he ended up failing in a contract 
that should have been brought 
home. 

South's decision to bid game 
rather than three spades is com- 
mendable. First, a raise to three 
spades would have sounded compet- 
itive rather than based on values. 
Secondly, the king of hearts behind 
the overcall is worth a full trick, 
making the hand strong enough to 
contract for game. 

West led his top heart, East took 
die ace and returned the suit to de-

darer's king. Two top spades re- 
vealed the unhappy news that there 
was a sure trump loser and, there- 
fore, a potential loser in each suit. 
Declarer had to find either a fortu- 
nate dub position or an endplay if 
he were going to bring home his 
contract. 

Without giving the matter much 
thought, declarer tried ace, king and 
another club. West won the eight 
and returned the jack, forcing de- 
clarer to ruff. Now dedarer tried for 
the endplay by cashing the ace- king 
of diamonds and then tossing East 
on lead with a trump, but East had a 
diamond to cash for down one. 

Declarer should have paid more 
heed to the spots. Once East had 
dropped two dub honors, declarer 
could almost have claimed his con- 
tract. All he had to do was return to 
hand with the ace'of diamonds and 
lead a club up to the nine. If West 
follows low and the nine loses to the 
jack, the fourth dub is set up for a 
diamond discard. And should East 
turn up with four dubs and has been 
indulging in some fancy faisecard- 
ing, you simply weren’t making this 
contract anyway.

NEW YORK, Nov 16, (Agen- 
cies); Harvard economist. Martin 
Feldstem, sometimes adviser to 
president-elect George Bush, 
yesterday stood by bus predic- 
tion that market forces would 
drive the dollar down by at least 
20 per cent in the next three years. 

I’ve been saying that and I'm 
more than happy to say it again," 
Feldstein told Reuters of his 
belief that the dollar should fall 
by 20-30 per cent as a first step 
towards battling the bloated US 
trade and budget deficits. 

Feldstein, a former chairman 
ofPresident Reagan's Council of 
Economic Advisers, served as an 
adviser to Vice President Bush 
during Ids campaign for the 
prsidency, but hu recent com- 
ments about the dollar have been 
dismissed by administration 
officials. 

Criticised 

Earlier yesterday. Federal 
Reserve Board Governor Wayne 
Angell criticised as “somewhat 
irresponsible” Feldstein's 
remarks in a Washington speech 
last Wednesday advocating his 
view the dollar should fall to 
about 100 yen to the dollar. 

Feldstein, elaborating on that 
speech, said “There is a clarifica- 
tion ... I am not saying that any 
action should be taken to bring 
the dolalr down, bul that the 
market is going to driveit down." 

■ Angell said earlier that the 
dollar. had been trading at an 
“appropriate range” for some 
tiraejmcLthara st^p drop in the ;

I Bush aides have also stressed 
that Feldstein wa& not speaking 
for the presidentelect.

BAGHDAD, Nov 16, (Reuter): 
After eight years of war, Iraq is 
moving to turn swords into 
ploughshares by privatising 
much of the state-run economy 
and attracting foreign invest- 
ment for peacetime reconstruc- 
tion. 

Much has already been done 
to expand the private sector, 
diplomats say. The process 
began last year, when Iraq was 
still fighting revolutionary Iran. 
Plants 

More than 50 state enterprises 
and parcels of government land 
have so far been offered for sale 
to the private sector and 37^ of 
them have been sold, officials 
said. 

“Most of them were state 
farms or food processing plants, 
with some light industry,” said a 


foreign economist. 

Import controls have also 
been relaxed, and the ceiling on 
prices of many consumer goods 


“The variety and quality of 
food appearing in shops has 
improved enormously,” said a 
diplomat, “but it does mean that 
prices have gone up sharply in 
many cases.” 

The aim was to encourage far- 
mers to step up production and 
give them sufficient incentive to 
bring their crops to city markets. 

Starting next year, factory 
owners will no longer have to pay 
hefty labour and social security 
taxes. 

Subsidies on basic com- 
modities — including bread, rice, 
milk and sugar — have been kept 
in what diplomats said was a 


deliberate move to avert any 
public unrest, such as the 
violence sparked off in Algeria 
last month by price rises. 

State monopolies have also 
been broken up in some sectors. 

In housing there are now two 
government-run agencies and 
one private organisation com- 
peting for orders. 

Potential 

Foreign analysts said Iraq had 
enormous potential. It had the 
second largest oil reserves in the 
world, plentiful water, a sound 
agricultural base and a substan- 
tial population, estimated at 
about 17 million. 

More than 2,000 foreign firms 
are taking part in Baghdad’s 25 th 
trade fair — a sign of foreign 
interest in taking a share of that 
wealth. 


Diplomats estimated Iraq's 
total foreign debt at $60 billion, 
about half of it in Arab credit 

The economic attache said he 
thought repayments and interest 
would cost Iraq about $2 billion 
a year. 

“They still want to borrow 
more,” he said.

NEW YORK, Nov 16, (UPI): 
The American Petroleum Ins- 
titute said today it would appeal 
directly to president-elect 
George Bush and Congress to 
develop a national energy policy 
to reduce US reliance on foreign 
oil. 

Charles Dibona, president of 
the oil industry trade group, said 
US dependence on imported oil, 
which now accounts for more 
than 40 per.cent.of domestic con- 
sumption, will “almost cer- 
tainly” surpass the 1977 high of 
48 per cent and could top 60 per 
cent 

The United Suites is the 
world's second-largest oil 
producer after the Soviet Union, 
but domestic oil output has 
declined dramatically since the 
1986 world oil price collapse. 

Dibona said the API would 
press its agenda with the new 
administration. Congress and 
the public.

Amoco to search 
for oil in 
Soviet Union 

CHICAGO, Not 16, (AP): 
Amoco Corp. is trying to become 
the first foreign company to 
receive permission to search for 
oil in the Soviet Union, its chair- 
man said. 

The Chicago-based company 
made its initial contact with the 
Soviet Union in September, 
when a group of Amoco officials 
went to Moscow, chairman 
Richard Morrow said 

Negotiations about a joint 
venture to explore for oQ and 
natural gas in the Soviet Union 
are continuing at a “Technical 
level,” he said. 

Remarks 

But “nothing is imminent,” he 
added. 

Morrow, chairman of the 
American Petroleum Institute, 
made his remarks in New York 
where he was attending the 
group's annual convention.

Prices 

The paper argued that slump- 
ing ofl prices that have resulted 
from plentiful crude supplies in 
this decade have made most 
Americans, indudingthe federal 
government, indifferent to 
energy security. 

“The truth is that the state of 
the nation's energy health today 
■** pblfc^d as ^ood* only * 
-because enough inexpensive a 
fotc$p~'<nI~is available,” the* 


paper says. 

“Our condition could turn to 
‘poor’ or ‘critical' if that supply 
were disrupted — depending on 
the degree of vulnerability, the 
length of the disruption and the 
availability of alternative sup- 
plies,” it went on. 

The paper notes that US oil 
consumption has risen by more 
than I million barrels a day since 
1986, while domestic oil produc- 
tion has fallen by a similar 
amount in the same period. 

Meanwhile, the drop in world 
oil prices has resulted in a slow 
down in efforts to promote con- 
servation and develop alter- 
native energy sources.

The group Vl 3 oil ministers 
will meet again. in Vienna on Nov 
21 to take a decision on the same 
subject 

The main problem facing 
OPEC is bringing Iraq back into 
OPEC's quota structure which it 
left two years ago after its 
demands for the same allocation 
as Iran was refused. Iran still 
rejects quota parity with Iraq. 

“Ginanjar is part of a concer- 
ted effort to settle the Iran-Iraq 
dispute on their quotas,” a Wes- 
tern diplomat in Baghdad said. 

Venezuelan Energy Minister 
Julio Cesar Gil has also visited 
Tehran and Baghdad in an effort 
to persuade the Gulf war foes to 
accept a compromise that would 
lead to an agreement on quotas. 

OPEC members, especially 
Gulf members, stress the impor- 
tance of achieving an agreement 
covering all members to boost oil 
prices. Spot oil prices are at least 
57 below OPEC’s 518 a barrel 
benchmark.

Brokers in New York said that 
the trade figures, coming in much 
as expected, did not boost the 
market and some players also 
took profits. Blue chips eased 
and the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average shed almost 10 points in 
early business to around 2,070. 

Bonds fell, then recovered. 

The mixed performance on 
Wall Street, plus profit taking, 
took the London Stock market 
down from day's highs. 

The main boost in London was 
news of a joint takeover bid 
worth S3 billion by Britain's 
General Electric and Siemens of 
West Germany for another elec- 
tronics firm. Plessey. 

The FTSE index of 100 British 
bluechips rose to 1 .824.4, up 22. 1 
points from yesterday, before 
easing with Wall Street 

The Tokyo Slock market had 
closed before the US trade 
figures, advancing to a record for

“It’s a very positive mood,”

“With the market trading in a 
narrow range for the past six 
months, investors were inhibited 
by a number of factors. Tbe US 
presidential elections and the 
Republicans winning was proba- 
bly one major hurdle removed.” 

Elsewhere in Asia, Hong 
Kong and Sydney shares ended 
little changed. In continental 
Europe, Frankfurt was dosed 
for a holiday.

Brave New Zealand defy India 


BANGALORE, India, Nov 16, 
(Reuter): New Zealand, rocked 
by an outbreak of viral fever 
affecting most of the team, made 
a courageous fightback against 
India on the fourth day of the 
first cricket Test today. 

Recruiting two journalists to 
fill up their depleted ranks in the 
field after they had prevented the 
ignominy of a follow-on. they 
were 73 without loss in their 
second innings at close of play 
after India set them a target of 
337 to win. 

Ruled 

"This has to be one of the 
greatest days in New Zealand’s 
cricket history," said team man- 
ager Ken Deas. who ruled out the 
possibility of sending for 
replacements or cancelling the 
next match against Tamil Nadu 
state starting on Saturday. 

‘Twelve of our squad have 
contracted viral fever. I'm told 
they should be all right after 48 
hours but Richard Hadlee and 
Chris Kuggeleijn are very sick 
indeed," be said. 

Deas also attacked the Ban- 
galore wicket as “the worst we've 
seen in Test cricket."

The first was another Ibw in 
favour of Kapil Dev given 
against Ian Smith, whose plucky 
30 was crucial in saving the 
follow-on. 

But it was Hadlee who admin- 
istered the coup de grace when he 
slashed Kapil Dev wide of point 
for four to take his side past the 
follow-on target of 1 85. 

Bowled soon after by Kapil, 


Hadlee along with Kuggeleijn 
returned exhausted straight to 
the team hotel. 

The Indians, with a first 
innings lead of 195, batted with 
expected aggression in their 
second innings to hammer an 
infirm attack for 141 for one off 
only 28 overs before declaring. 

New Zealand's fielders 
included two broadcasting jour- 
nalists covering the tour, former 
captain Jerry Coney and Ken 
Nicholson who played first-class 
cricket in the 1970s. 

When New Zealand went back 
m , openers John Wright and 
Trevor Franklin put together 
their second half-century part- 
nership of the match, frustrating 
the Indian spinners who did not 
gain as much assistance from the 
wicket as expected. 

Captain Wright, needing 84 to 
pass Bev Congdon's New 
Zealand record aggregate of 
3,448 Test runs, batted with all 
his usual grit to end up one short 
of an admirable 50 oft 1 12 balls.

The 22-year- 
old Soviet led West German 
world number one Steffi Graf 3- 1 
in the final set at the Seoul Olym- 
pics before losing the last five 
games. 

"Savchenko is a ! dangerous 
player," admitted Navratilova.

“The responsibility is 
obviously not that solely of the 
athlete, and we will, therefore, 
inquire into the responsibilities 
of the self-governing sports 
federations, both national and 
international, and of coaches, 
trainers, physicians, agents and 
the like.” 

Absent from the opening ses- 
sion were Johnson ana his 
professional entourage, which 
has denied supplying the runner 
the banned anabolic steroid stan- 
ozolol found in his urine after the 
100-metre race in Seoul in Sep- 
tember. Johnson was dis- 
qualified and his gold medal awar- 
ded to American Carl Lewis, 
who had finished second.

Defeat by the West Indies in 
the second Test of that tour led to 
tearful resignation by Kim 
Hughes after many months of 
vilification by former players 
and the media. 

Daunting 

Although Border led Aus- 
tralia to an unexported World 
Cup success last year, he has 
enjoyed limited Test success as 
Hughes' successor. He faces as 
Haunting a task ahead of this 
season's five Tests as Hughes 
four years ago. 

Many cricket fans would not 
bet against the dour Border 
deciding to stand down from the 
captaincy, if in a more dignified 
manner than Hughes, before the 
series is over. 

Border has never hidden his 
dislike for the pressures of cap- 
taincy.

He took over for the last three 
Tests of Clive Lloyd’s reign as 
West Indies captain, losing the 
first two to extend Lloyd's 
unbeaten sequence to 28 before 
inflicting defeat on the great man 
on his final Test appearance in 
Sydney. 

Lloyd will be facing Border 
a gain at the Gabba, the home 
pitch of Border's Queensland 
state side, this time as manager of 
the touring side. 

Since 1984-3 Border has won 
just five out of 30 Tests — 
Hughes won four out of 28 — 
and has had the added burden of 
carrying the batting in an inex- 
perienced Australian side for 
long periods. 

Hughes subsequently led a 
rebel tour to South Africa which 
tore the heart out of the Aus- 
tralian side. The rebels are eligi- 
ble for Test selection again this 
season. 

...Border, remains one .of the 


most consistent batsmen in the 
world — his Test average of 
53.71 is better than that of West 
Indian captain Viv Richards — 
but at 33 he has apparently 
decided the time has come to 
reduce his commitment to the 
side. 

Border's straightforward 
approach to his role has meant he 
has been treated with sympathy 
by the Australian media. 

In addition, everyone in the 
game realises there is no viable 
alternative to Border as captain. 
His deputy GeofTMarsh has con- 
solidated his position in the Test 
side but is not captain of his state. 
Western Australia. 

However, his experiences in 
Pakistan, where the players 
threatened to pull out of the lour 
because of their dislike of Pakis- 
tani umpires, obviously tired 
Border and he is bidding for a 
slight move down the batting 
order to number five. 

With four openers named in 
the squad for the firsL Test, Aus- 
tralia has plenty of top order 
expertise. 

But many feel Border will be 
needed first wicket down to bol- 
ster the side's confidence in the 
face of the West Indies pace 
attack in the first Test, the home 
captain's 98th. 

Meanwhile, Mike Veletta, 
dropped during Australia's 
recent Test series against Pakis- 
tan, is likely to be handed one of 
the toughest tasks in cricket 

Veletta, an opener for his state, 
is favourite to bat first wicket 
down and will be expected to 
keep the West Indies pace attack 
at bay as long as possible. 

Sessions 

West Indies will name their 
side tomorrow after two full 
practice sessions today enable 
selectors to gauge the fitness of 
Carl Hooper and Roger Harper. 

Australia boast only six recog- 
nised batsmen. A high-scoring 
first innings in Brisbane is essen- 
tial if Australian morale is not to 
be dented for the remainder of 
the series. 

Border indicated Veletta 
would replace the out-of-form 
Dean Jones at number three after 
hitting 81 not out for Western 
Australia against the West 
Indies. In his last outing Veletta 
hit 157 against Tasmania. 

Richards is also aware an early 
strike by his pace quartet could 
hold the key to the match.
